Local police cfficers are con- 
ducting a vigorous search for the 
person who assaulted A. C. Dun- 
eanson at his home last Friday 
night. The man was badly injurea 
and told officers that he was 
struck across the head with a bot- 
tle in the hands of a stranger who 
had visited his place asking for 
the loan of some zasoline. 





The victim was unconscious for 
several hours, but was finally able 
to crawl to his house and notify 
the police. He called the police 
at about 9:30 o’clock Friday night 
and placed the time of the attack 
at about 7:30 p.m. He is receiv- 
ing medical treatment at the San 
Antonio hospital. 

It was with great effort that he 
was able to tell the officers just. 
what happened. The blow left 
him in a badly dazed condition and 
his meager description of his as- 
sailant offered little clew to the 
attacker’s identity. 

Duneanson had been working on 
a tractor and a stranger, whom 
he described ag a ‘tall, slim. fel- 
low,” approached him stating that 
his car was stalled and that hej;

On Powers to 
Limit Spheres 


Stating that world peace can 
succeed only if the major world 
powers are willing to limit their 
“external sovereignty”, Wiley W. 
Mather opened the supplementary 
forum series last night with an 
address at the Merton E. Hill aud- 





state sovereignty and its tie-in 
with present attempts at world co- 
among nations, Mr. 
Mather pointed out that it is still 
the selfishness and pride of pow- 
erful nations that keep them from 
reaching working agreements. 


He emphasized that any demo- 
cratic world security organization 
must spring from.the principle of 
compromise, since “compromise is 
the essence of democracy”. 

Stating that there is now no 
strong world security organiza- 
tion, the speaker blamed this con- 
dition onto the fact that nations 
are still jealous of their sover- 
eignty. Only as the nations are 
willing to give up the “symbol of 
sovereignty” will a working peace 
come. 

OUTLOOK NOT BRIGHT 

Painting a not too bright pic- 
ture for immediate working peace 
plans, Mr. Mather = stated that: | 
“History does repeat itself in cer- 
tain largé aspects.” (He pointed 
out that similarity of the nations 
today with the Biblical Isrealites 
who found themselves without a 
strong union, because ‘every man 
did that which -was right in his 
own eyes”. 


Important factors that every 
citizen should consider if he is to 
understand the world today are, 
“diplomats, propagandists and 
maps”, the speaker said. 

Using several types of maps to 
illustrate, he showed that maps 
sometimes do not tell the truth. 
“Maps often lie,” he said, ‘because 
you cannot represent a spherical 
surface on a flat surface.” 

He emphasized the importance 
of intelligent map study by show- 
ing some of the most recent air 
maps which indicate that world 
air travel will pass over Alaska 
er Iceland to the capitals of Eur- 
ope and Asia. 

Seaports which have been prom- 
inent on most maps for centuries 
will soon become obsolete, and new 
“airports” will replace them in 
importance, 

POLICIES OUTLINED 

In discussing ‘power politics’ 
which have played such an import- 
ant role in recent world affairs, 
Mr. Mather showed how certain 
countries have developed a _ par- 
ticular foreign policy because of 
their size and location. Great

This Weeks ‘Que stion: Do we 
have any stock grazing in the Na 
tional Forests ? 

The Ranger Says: Grazing of 
cattle and sheep is one of the five 
major uses of National Forest 
Land. In the San Bernardino Na- 
tional Forest there are 1500 cattle 
graze annually on Forest land and | 
an additional 1500 on private land 
within the Forest. 

These cattle, ccntrary to generai 
opinion, do not obtain most of thei 
feed from the meadows and grass 
land, but browse on the brush and | 
shrubs, getting the most valuable , 
food from these sources. Certain 
types of our bruhs are very valu- 
able as cattle feed. 

This use of the Forest ig co- 
ordinated with wildlife manaze- 
ment so that there is no case.of the 
cattle eating all of the deer feed 
or vice versa. As you know, this 
brush is also the chief source of 
feed for our deer. 

These 3000 head of cattle will 
help considerably in next year’s 
supply of steaks which are becom-. 
ing S80 scarce,
